Some of the gentlemen who have 
been edifying the readers of’ the} 
Shanghai newspapers. on the subject 
of the ‘European war and the parti- 
cipants therein,, would seem to have 
forgotten that the American Govern- 
ment also declared war against the 


German Government, furnished a |. 


larger. number of soldiers for the 
battle lines in France, and defended 
\4 longer line of battle than any of the 
other Altied , nations, except France 
herself. 

In_a report to. his Government 
Marshal Haig writes, that at no time 
during the war did he have more 
‘than 900,000. soldiers. in France 
available for military duty, and that 
when the Germans made their [ast 
advance, in March, 1918, the British 
army in all France was less than the 
actudlly attacking army of the 
enemy. 

In a recently published statement, 
by the American Secretary of War,. 
it appears that General Pershing had 
on duty, on the firing line 1,390,000 
American soldiers, and that when 
the Armistice was signed the Am- 
etican Army was next to that of 
France in available numbers and: 
strength. 

- In this connection there i is no inten. 
tion to institute an invidious com- 
parison, but rather to submit a 
reminder, for the benefit of all con- 
cerncd, that the American ‘soldier 
was really i in France during the war., 
and in greater numbers than’ the’
